Measuring Automobile Efficiency 


Oil in Turkish Territory, 


Grant of a concession to an American company 


by the Turkish National government to develop 
the oil fields at Mosul and other locations within 
claimed Turkish territory, may have a far reach- 
Ing result In the .world's diplomacy. There are 
other concessions In the grant to the retired Am- 
erican admiral, Colby M. Chester, for railroads, 
docks and development of natural resources of 
the Asia Minor and Mosul territory, and it is now 
spoken of as the "Chester grant." It brings up 
again our policy of the "open door" so Insisted 
upon in reference to China, and an abolition ev- 
erywhere of "favored nation" diplomacy.

the United States to (give attention to the protests 
of France and England now filed with the Turk- 
ish government. 


The attitude of the United States is that thls- 


government has had nothing whatever to .flo 
•with the concession, that It was granted to pri- 
vate parties without any Intervention or attention 
from the government at "Washington, since that 
government unlike European'adminlstrations does 
not interefere in securing International advan- 
tages for private citizens, and the only duty we 
have here Is protecting Its citizens in proper en- 
terprises. 


'Where will those rights as to a private citizen 


finally be decided and where and by whom will 
the adjudication be made? This Is an important 
ques^ionj and friends of the 
administration 
at 


Washington are pointing out that it constitutes a 
clearly defined case for the Permanent Court qt 
International Justice which the president has re- 
ferred to the senate for action. With a concrete 
case of'this character under international, dis- 
cussion it is possible for a definite plan for Amer- 
ican participation In such a court to be formulat- 
ed. One thing seems sure, the effort to capture 
the oil fields of Asia for the British oil compan- 
ies has partially failed and competition looms for 
national exploitation as well. • 


But one may well.say that the government of 


the United States needs to exercise caution in 
dealing with the Turk. He is' as crooked as a 
snake In International diplomacy and has no,equal 
in craft, deceit, double-dealing and 
insinterity 


when dealing with other nations. It would please, 
Turkey, represented by the Angora government, 
immensely} if the concession made to Admiral 
Chester were the means of'starting a quarrel be- 
tween England, France and the United States.

It may be robbing Peter to pay Paul, but the 


negro Immigration from the agricultural regions

When the car mills up to a 
curb 
anywhere

it Is marked "Test Car. Bureau

Standards." 


The car represents one ot the government's ex- 
periments—one of those experiments that look 
rather freakish and unimportant, and that end 
by showing how time and energy and millions ot 
dollars can be saved. 


The Bureau of Standards test car! is the result 


of a scientific attempt 
to .measure automobile 


efficiency under ordinary road conditions. 
That 


the average driver, or, even the expert driver, does 
not begin to get a full return in effilcency from 
his car has long been recognized. 
Gasoline Is 


wasted and the car Is allowed to wear out un- 
necessarily early because little dejails of adjust- 
ment are neglected. The-gasoline wastage Is es- 


' pscially important In view of 
the 
diminishing 


gasoline supply. 


The Bureau of Standards automotive experts 


some time ago tackled this efficiency-conserva- 
tion problem In 
the 
government 
laboratories, 


where conditions were controlled and a high de- 
gree of.precision could 
be 
reached. 
But 
the 


laboratory conditions were almost too Ideal.; They 
were not sufficiently true to 
life 
for 
practical 


tests, the scientists found. 
So they rigged out an 


ordinary automobile with apparatus designed and 
constructed by themselves and.took their travel- 
ing laboratory out on bumpy and smooth roads, 
at high and lo'-^ speeds, on slippery, rainy streets, 
through traffic and snow drifts.

For nearly a year a little group of .automotive 


experts have worked on the single , problem of. 
developing their apparatus to a point 
where 
it 


will make sufficiently accurate records of engine 
and car performance under road conditions. Wil- 
liam S. James, chief of the section, says that in 
another month they expect to have linishod that 
part of the work and to go on to make further 
tests with the apparatus. From, these final tests, 
conclusions will be drawn and reports issued. So 
far no reports have'been made public. 


Mr. James explains that three groups of meas- 


• urements are made by tho apparatus on the test 
car: 
It measures energy input, or the weight of 


fuel and air entering 
the 
engine. 
Second, 
It 


measures energy output, which is, In eflect, the 
thrust of the car. 
The third group of measure- 


ments contain those factors which inflentify con- 
ditions under which the engine- operates—such as 
temperature of water, oil and air. 


The test apparatus can be set up in ar.y car, 


Mr. James explains. 
He has had it attached, first 


to a medium weight car, then to.a heavy car, arid 
now to a very light model. 
j 


By throwing a single switch the entire appara- 


tus is set going. The driver makes whatever ex- 
periments he likes with driving methods, paying 
no attention to the recording devices. 
When he 


stops the car the results are all automatically 
recorded for him, and he has only to compare 
•.records and draw his conclusions. 


The records of 10 different factors of engine 


and car performance is made in the case in the 
back of the car. 
A long roll of paper is fastened 


in this case so that that the paper-runs from one 
spool to another. 
Over the flat surface wherp 


.tho paper passes between the spools, records are 
made by 16 pens, each pen recording one factor 
and all working simultaneously.. 


The resulting record of an hour and a half 


test is a roll of paper about a foot wide and 40 
yards long,, with 16 pen drawn lines of different. 
colors running more or less parallel a'.ong the 
entire 40 yard length of the.paper. 
According to 


the' varying constancy of the car's performance 
some of the colored lines are 
almost 
straight, 


others run in low curves and stiil others show 
•erratic peaks and angles. 
•

Every feature of performance Is registered by 


the pens except the gasoline flow which ia re- 
corded photographically by the camera on the 
floor of the car. 
Gasoline flow has been the most 


difficult factor'ot all to measure, Mr. James says. 
The other 'measurements he describes as ''com- 
paratively simple." 


The precision of laboratory tests can never be 


.hoped for in tests conducted under actual road 
conditions 
But to be valuable a test must be 


reasonably accurate. 
Mr. James says that the 


bureau's flow meter has been developed to the 
point where It can measure and record a flow of 
gas when an engine is idling at a curb and using 
only two <(r three drops a second. 


Measuring gasoline consumption is not only the 


most difficult feature of the tests, but is regarded 
as the most .'important feature. 
The growing im- 


portance of gasoline ^economy is causing various 
government bureaus to put forth special effort to 
prepare for the future. 
It is only a question of a 


few years before substitutes for gasoline will have 
to be ij'sed extensively to eke out the diminishing 
supply. 
As yet,, however, no substitute that can 


be made and -sold as cheaply as gasoline is at 
present has been found. 


Eventually the price of gasoline will probably 


rise to a point at which alcohol will be a prac- 
tical fuel equivalent. 
But 
even 
alcohol 
can 


scarcely be supplied in sufficient 
quantities .to 


meet the national need. 
It is estimated, that an 


area the size of the state of. Utah would have to 
be put under cultivation in order to raise enpugh 
plants to supply alcohol to run the country's 
motors. 


Considering this, conservation of gasoline is a 


matter for each individual motorist to take seri- 
ously. Mr. Jamea explains that the weakest point 
in 'driving, so far .as gasoline consumption is con- 
cerned, is in the intake system. 
Drivers fail to 


see'that the carburetor is correctly adjusted, even 
though gasoline mileage can be increased or de- 
creased 20 to 30 per cent merely by the adjust- 
ment or lack of. adjustment of the carburetor.
